IRISH SEA FISHERIES, 


The Council of the National Agricultural and 
Industrial Development Association met at the 
Permanent Exhibition of Irish Manufactures, 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. Mr. H. D. Pear- 
son (President) was in the chair, and the 
attendance included Mr. T. E. Booth, Mr, R. 
Thompson, Mr. T. J. Cullen, Mr. W. J. 
F french, Mr. H. H. Jauncey, Mr. D. Frame, 
Mr. N. Wallace, Mr. T. E. Hudman, Mr, 
Hanlon Polikoff, Mr. G. Ridgeway, Lieutenant- 
Colonel F. F. McCabe, Mr. R. J. Duggan, 
Senator Colonel Maurice Moore, Mr. i 
Noone, and Miss Somers, Secretary. 
A discussion took place with reference to the 
development of Irish sea fisheries, An expert 
attended and placed valuable information 
before the Council. The necessity for making 
provision for Irish fishermen to follow the fish 
around the coast, instead of as at present con- 
centrating on in-shore fishing, was stressed. 
Fully-decked and more powerfully engined 
boats, permitting crews to stay aboard for 
lengthy periods, were advocated. It was 
reported that during the past week Yarmouth 
and Scotch drifters ban been fishing in Killy- 
begs, while Irish boats were not available of a 
type to enable the fishermen to go far enough 
out to catch prime fish. It was decided to ask 
the Sea Fisheries Association to meet a depu- 
tation to put various suggestions before them. 
A deputation was received representative 
of furmiture distributors and trade unions, 
on the import of cheap furniture, a specimen 
chair, liable to an import duty of 75 per cent. 
and capable of being sold at virtually half 
the cost-of an Jrish-made article, being sent 
for inspection. It was pointed out that Irish 
furniture manufacturers are buying timber 
through English middlemen at a cost of 20 
per cent. more than that for which similar 
wood could be purchased if imported direct 
from the producers in other countries. It 
was decided to take the matter up with Irish 
furniture manufacturers. 
The Secretary reported having visited the 
Industrial Exhibition at Wexford Feis, which 
was very well organised and most satisfactory 
for a local display. | |

pUTY ON STOCKS 
AND SHARES 


ESTATE IN CARE 
OF COURT. 


APPEALBY REVENUE 
COMMISSIONERS, 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


An appeal was opened on behalf of the 
Revenue Commissioners from a judgment of 
the High Court allowing the petition of the 
executors of the will of ‘S.F.,” a person 
of unsound mind, in relation to estate duty 
on stocks and shares in British companies. 

It appeared that ‘‘S.F.,"" who was resi- 
dent and domiciled in the Irish Free State, 
died in August, 1931, and probate of her 
26, 1924, was 
January 18, 1932. On June 4, 1926, 
was declared, by order of the Chief Justice, 
to be a person of unsound mind, and portion 
of her property, which came under the care 
of the Chief Justice, consisted of stocks ani! 
shares in companies having their principa! 
or registered offices in Great Britain. The 
stocks and shares of the lunatic were, by 
direction of the Chief Justice, transferred to 
the name of the Accountant of the Courts of 
Justice of the Irish Free State. On the death 
of “8.F.,” and the discharge of her estate 
out of the control of the Chief Justice by 
order of July 16, 1932, the Commissioners oí 
Inland Revenue in Great Britain claimed 
estate duty in respect of the _ securities. 
British estate duty amounting to £44 10s. &:/. 
had been paid by the executors, and the 
securities in respect of which it was pai 
were :ncluded in an account for the purposes 
of the Free State Revenue Commissioners as 
personal property situate outside the Irish 
Free State, with the certificate that thie 
British estate duty had been paid in respect 
thereof. 

The Revenue Commissioners of the Irish 
Free State insisted that the securities should 
be included as personal property in the Free 
State, and this alteration was made, under 
protest, by the executors. The Free State 
Revenue Commissioners claimed that estate 
duty should be paid to them, and refused to 
grant any relief against the double taxation. 

The executors, in their petition, asked for 
a declaration that the stocks and shares are 
personal property situate outside the [ree 
State, and that they are entitled to be repaiil 
by the Free State Revenue Commissioners 
under the Double Taxation (Relief) Order, 
1923, a sum equal to the amount of the estate 
duty paid in respect of the securities. 


FREE STATE CONTROL. 


The Revenue Commissioners submitted 
that, as the stocks and shares were vested i) 
the Accountant of the Courts of Justice of 
the Irish Free State, and were under contro! 
of the Chief Justice, the estate duty paid *. 
the Free State on the property, as property 
situate in the Free State, was properly paid, 
and that, as the property was not property 
situate in Great Britain, no allowance fel! to 
he made for any estate duty which was paid 
in Great Britain in respect of the sacurities. 

The High Court held that the property, on 
the date of the death of ‘‘S.F.,’” was situate 
in Great Britain; that the estate duty was 
properly payable there, and that the peti- 
tioners were entitled to relief under the pro- 
visions of the Double Taxation . (Relief) 
Order, 1923. The High Court accordingly 
allowed the petition with costs.

Justice said that he wanted to have it made 
perfectly clear whether or not there was any 
objection to his sittmg to hear the appeal. 
He had been told that the question in the 
appeal had arisen in this lunacy matter 
which had been before him, but he had not 
heard it discussed. If, however, there was 
the slightest suggestion that he should not sit 
to hear the appeal he would not do so. 

Mr. McCann—I do not think that that ever 
occurred to anyone’s mind. I certainly have 
no objection. 

Mr. Overend said that he had no objection 
whatever to the Chief Justice sitting to hear 
the appeal. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon asked had this 
matter ever come before him while he was 
acting for the Chief Justice. 

Mr. McCann replied that it had not. 

Opening the appeal, Mr. McCann men- 
tioned that Mr. Justice Hanna had stated 
that six million pounds worth of securities 
were standing in the name of the Aecountant- 
yeneral of the Free State Courts in connec- 
tion with the various courts. The locality 
of these assets was a question of very great

test case on terms that did not impose any 
undue hardship on the respondents. The 
question in the case was whether, in the cir- 
cumstances, property in respect of these 
shares passing on the death of “S.F.,”’ for 
the purpose of estate duty, was to be re- 
garded as situate in Saorstat Eireann or in 
England. He submitted that what passed on 
the death of ‘‘S.F.,”’ having regard to the 
facts of the case, was nothing else but a 
chose in action in this country. 

The other side said that what passed was 
the shares which were transferable only, and 
became marketable only, by an operation 
which had to be performed in England, and 
that the property was situate in England, 
and not in Saorstat Eireann. 
Mr. McCann had not concluded his argu- 
ment when the Court rose.

What occurred did 
not make any sort of advance in the matter 
of their national freedom, when in point of 
fact a widespread impression was created in 
this country and elsewhere that some sort of 
insult was intended to the King, and the 
Vice-President of the Executive Council, in a 
public speech, referring to the matter the 
night before the Letters of Credence were 
presented, referred to it as something that 
was being done to oust British control! in the 
country. It had become clear, however, that 
previous consultations had taken place with 
the Ministers of King George in England, and 
he submitted that the whole incident was 
typical of Fianna Fail humbug, and the 
efforts they were making to create the impres- 
sion that they were striking off real fetters, 
while in fact they were striking off fetters 
of cotton wool. The Government had done 
nothing more than they were authorised to do 
by the Constitutional position in which they 
found themselves, and no more insult was 
represented by Mr. de Valera receiving the 
credentials than if they were received by the 
“ Man in the iron mask, who performs the 
duties of Governor-General in such remote 
seclusion.” 


SIGNS IN THE SKY. 

At the last general election the Govern- 
ment was returned to power with what cor- 
responded to a mandate, described in England 
as a ‘‘ doctor’s method.’’ The Government 
was given a blank cheque by the electorate, 
subject to the fact that they had assured the 
people that the winning of that election was 
the winning of the last round in the conflict 
with England; and that the renewed verdict 
given in their favour by the people of the 
country would put them in the posi- 
tion of achieving a satisfactory  settle- 
ment of a victorious character. That 
was confirmed by the Minister’: for 
Posts and Telegraphs, speaking a few 
weeks after the election. The Minister had 
said that as 
already saw in the sky signs of a forthcoming 
satisfactory settlement of the economic dis- 
pute. The vote of confidence that the people 
gave the Government put the Government in 
a position in which they would be open to 
no charge of a breach of faith on the part of 
their own supporters if they, had entered into 
negotiations with other parties in the House 
with a view to a united national front. 

In the year 1933 there was an opportunity 
at the President’s disposal when a Fianna 
Fail solicitor in the South of Ireland got 
into touch with Cardinal MacRory, and as 
a result of doing so the proposal was made 
to the leaders of Fianna Fail, Labour and 
the Opposition that they should assemble and 
see if they could hammer out something 
mutually satisfactory. It was true that Mr. 
Rice’s mterest was purely in regard to the 
economic conflict, but personally he (Mr. 
MacDermot) would have wished ta have seen 
an attempt at agreement covering a wider 
field than that—covering the whole field of 
national politics. At any rate, whatever 
such a conference might have managed to 
include in its agenda it was never given a 
chance of including anything at all, because 
it was sharply and firmly turned down by the 
President—by the -ery man who reproached 
the Opposition with lack of patriotism and 
with not showing the same readiness as 
Opposition parties in other countries to sup- 
port the Government of the day in its dispute 
with other nations, whether they thought 
that the Government was right or wrong.

THE PRESIDENT’S CHARGE. 

Continuing, he said that without arguing 
as to whether the chairman of the Arbitra- 
tion Court ought to be drawn from outside 
the Commonwealth or inside it, or about 
whether the so-called Cosgrave Agreement 
should be admitted as valid or invalid, it 
would be still possible tc make whatever 
proposition seemed to the Government to be 
good business instead of torturing themselves 
by thinking about the rights of which they 
had been robbed in the past He thought 
that they could all come together and put 
forward a proposition that would do this 
country good.

FOREIGN POLICY. 

Mr. E. DONNELLY (F.F., Leix-Offalv) 
said that the real crux, the big issue in 
their foreign policy was the partition of the 
country. At the moment they had to treat 
one of their own provinces as a foreign 
country. That was a result of British policy 
in the country, and barred the way to all 
national advance, 

Mr. 0. G. ESMONDE (U.1., Wextord) 
said that emissaries of this country had been 
treated in. a most contemptuous manner by 
Moscow some years ago. and Russia was 
actually benefiting by the economic war. 
The Russians had secured trade agreements 
with Great Britain that would not have been 
possible if there had been no suicidal economic 
dispute. 

The Department had failed to deal with the 
question of nationality. 

He suggested the setting up of an institute 
by the Department of External Affairs which 
would keep Irish people in foreign countries 
in touch with intellectual and cultural de- 
velopments at home. He mentioned that a 
similar institute was established here about 
the time of the Treaty, and said that it was 
known as Fine Gael, and of which President 
de Valera was president. He was not sure 
that the President could not now take an 
action for damages against General O’ Duffy 
for plagiarism for appropriating the title. 


TRADE RETURNS. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I., National Univer- 
sity) said that he understood that his name was 
still being used on passports issued from the 
President's Department. Would honesty in 
this respect not be better policy, because the 
question had been put to him recently 
whether he approved of the continued use of 
his name on passports now that he had 
ceased to have authority to sign them. He 
had replied that he did not approve of 
the use of his name, and he was told that 
certain legal action might follow. Would it 
not be better if there was honesty in regard 
to these passports and that the President 
would grasp the King more closely through 
these passports as he had grasped in the 
matter of the American Minister's credentials 
recently. 

They had been told that the Department 
was concentrating on trade with other 
countries, but what trade were they going 
to do with New Zealand and with India. 
What was their chances of better business 
if they were to progress along the lines 
revealed by the trade returns. The trade 
returns of December, 1933, showed that our 
exports to countries other than Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland had increased in 1935 
by £145,000, as compared with 1952, while 
the imports in the same period from countries 
other than Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland had increased by £800,000 


SURPLUS PRODUCTION. 

Had the Ministry found ‘any alternative 
markets to Great Britain for their goods? 
They had tried to kill their surplus pro 
duction by wasteful methods, but they stil! 
had surplus production. The President had 
made mention of agreements with Belgium. 
Spain, Germany and France, but had not 
stated anything of the results other than 
that they expected more. 

We will be able, said Mr. McGilligan, 
to evaluate the more when we know what 
has been achieved. 

Under the existing tariffs their efficient 
flour millers could get anything from 4s. 6d. 
to 5s. extra for a sack of flour. It was 
estimated that they consumed a sack of 
flour in a year per head of the population. 
That meant that their millers got £750,000 
from the community behind the tariff. That 
was an iniquitous thing. There were many 
experiments going on by way of change 
in Government systems, and they deould 
have some reports from their representatives 
abroad on these important matters 

They had always held up themselves as 
supporters of peace by negotiation, concilia- 
tion and arbitration.

EFFORTS TO EXPAND 


TRADE. 


Mr. DE VALERA, replying to the question 
of credit in regard to their trade abroad which 
had been raised, said that that would have to 
be considered if their trade abroad was much 
greater than it was at the moment, but, un- 
fortunately, it was extremely difficult to 
expand trade which was contracting almcst 
everywhere. It was extremely difficult to 
establish foreign markets, and no effort had 
been made to establish them in former years, 
which was a great pity. He always thought 
it would have been better if they could have 
a better balanced external trade and not have 
all their eggs in the one basket. At the pre- 
sent time it was almost impossible to expand 
trade except by negotiations between Govern- 
ments, and in order to meet the situation they 
had established a separate branch of the 
Department of External Affairs, and the 
matter was receiving particular attention. 

Certain contacts had been established by 
negotiations with other countries, and recent 
Acts passed by the House had put them in a 
better bargaining position than they had been 
in up to the present. They were buying cer- 
tain goods, such as machinery, and they had 
intimated to the countries concerned that if 
they were to get a market here for their goods 
that they must provide a market for Free 
State goods so that the Free State could pay 
for the goods imported. 

Regarding their #elations with Canada, New 
Zealand, Australia and South Africa, he could 
only say that the good relations that existed 
between themselves and these countries had 
continued and the dispute between Great Britain 
and themselves had not in any way been trans- 
ferred to Canada or the other countries. 
Occasionally communications on matters of 
common interest still passed between the 
Department of External Affairs and these 
Governments, and certain communications 
which they were in the habit of receiving 
from the British Government still continued. 
The question of having representatives in 
countries. like Canada was being considered, 
and he was glad to note that any such step 
would be approved by the Opposition, 


A PARIS OFFICIAL. 

One of their officials in Paris had been the 
subject of an unjustifiable and very mean 
attack. That attack was begun last year, 
when efforts were made by a former Minister 
for External Affairs to make suggestions 
about certain transactions with Rusisa and 
that the appointment of this official was an 
insult to the French Government. The thing 
was preposterous. The official in question was 
appointed to fill the post and was reinstated 
to the service of the Department of External 
Affairs in a country where he had formerly 
served this country in a more or less similar 
capacity. He was an honourable man, and 
eyery effort of his had been to serve Ireland 
to the best of his ability. 

The manner in which the credentials of the 
late American Minister were presented had 
also been raised. It was only reasonable, 
said Mr. de Valera, that it should be assumed 
by everybody that what they were doing 
was being done in a proper manner. He was 
surprised to hear Deputy MacDermot talk of 
insults. It had not been the policy of that 
Government to insult anybody. 

Mr, MacDERMOT said that what he meant 
was that the Government's action would be 
taken by people in the country as an insult. 


THE LION’S TAIL. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he did not 
think that anybody had any right to believe 
that their action was mtended as an insult. 
They had tried to maintain what they be- 
lieved to be the rights of this country as 
quietly. It was very unfair and wrong, and not 
of things such things could: not be done 
quietly. It was unfair and wrong, and not 
in the interests of the country, that there 
should be this continual suggestions of their 
people trying to twist the lion’s tail. Their 
attitude from beginning to end was that they 
had certain rights and only wanted to main- 
tain these rights. The suggestion that 
everything they did was prompted by a de- 
sire to hurt the British was a misrepresenta- 
tion, and had been a constant misrepresenta- 
tion of the action of Nationalists in pron- 
tecting the interest of the nation. In this 
national struggle they believed that they had 
right on their side, and it was obvious to the 
world that they had right, and the fact that 
they had the British here trying to mainain 
their power in the country was obvious proof 
that they were not the aggressors. 

The reception of the American Minister 
had been referred to; and the statement of 
Mr. O’Kelly that more of the shackles were 
being knocked off. 

“ We have removed the appeal to the Privy 
Council and the Oath,’’ continued the Presi- 
dent, ‘‘and we have replaced the old system 


under which Ministers accredited to this 
country presented their credentials to the 
Governor-General. Credentials are now 


being presented to the head of the elected 
Government.”’ 

It was. true that the letters were still ad- 
dressed to King George, but the credentials 
were received here, not by any person chosen 
by King George. but by a person elected as 
the head of the Government. 


NO DECEPTION. 


The President then read official statements 
that were handed out to the Press in connec: 
tion with the reception of the American 
Minister, and said that those statements had 
been issued to satisfy people who might be 
anxious about the matter. There was no 
attempt, he said, on the part of the Govern- 
ment or his own department to deceive any- 
one, The position was that there was a 
change in procedure, and in taking such steps 
the Government was fully within its rights. 

Mr. MacDERMOT asked if the President 
justified what the Vice-President had said 
about the reception of the Minister by the 
President and not, as in Mr. Cosgrave's time,

It was particularly .im- 
portant that there should be some attempt 
made to arrive at a common national policy. 
So far as his department was concerned, he 
had tried as far as possible to graft their 
policy on to the policy that had been in 
being. 


NATIONAL POLICY. 

A suggestion with regard to co-operation 
had been made by Deputy MacDermos as to 
pushing forward the national policy. Every 
Government was glad of co-operation. It was 
the wisest thing in the national interests, 
but the question arose as to how to make it 
eff ive. He did not think that a coalition 
Government could be effective. Coalition at 
the present time as a means of co-operation 
of that sort waa impossible. The only way 
differences could be decided was to ask the 
people to decide The people had decided 
on a policy, and had given the Government 
authority to carry it ont, If the Opposition 
desired to co-operate it should not hamper 
the Government in its actions taken in the 
nationa’ interests. : 

The Opposition, he said, could be very 
helpful, or harmful, and there had been 
occasional speeches which he had welcomed 
because he believed they were in the national 
interest. When there was any disposition to 
help in any way he had welcomed it, and he 
did not want anyone to think that any 
‘help that could be given by any party to 
them in carrying out their duties whether in 
internal or external affairs was likely to be

BRITAIN AND PARTITION. 

If, he went on, they tried to get one 
common ground for agreement among all 
Irishmen, it was in the common desire for 
the unity of their country. The greatest 
crime Britain committed against the’ country 
was to divide it, and the decision was not 
based on any principle of right or justice or 
a desire for the right of minorities. It was a 
policy pursued and maintained in British in- 
terests, and there was not the slightest doubt 
that if Britain did not actively assist in 
maintaining and keeping that sort of parti- 
tion that the union of Ireland would come 
inevitably and quickly. 

Mr. MacDERMOT-—I do not agree. 

President DE VALERA—The deputy might! 
know them a little better than I do. I would 
be very glad to believe it. When I was told 
it at the time of the Treaty negotiations J 
did not believe it, and I do not believe it now. 
I believe Britain is doing its utmost to pre- 
serve the partition, and if it were not for its 
subsidies partition would soon end. The Op- 
position spoke about their programme as cal- 
culated to bring about the unity of Ireland, 
but they could not show any evidence that 
that was true. If they could bring a signed 
agreement that the representatives of the 
North agreed with their programme, and that 
it would bring unity, then the people might 
give them serious attention. 

Everyone who followed British politics re- 
cognised that it was a fundamental policy 
of the Lloyd George Government to bring 
about the partition of the countrv, and make 
that partition as far as they could permanent. 


THREATS OF FORCE. 


It would be very interesting, Mr. de Valera 
said, to demand frem the British Government 
an explicit declaration and recognition of the 
fact that, as a matter of law and constitu- 
tional right, Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa ceuld secede. Looking at 
things from the outside, some years ago he 
had thonght that that matter was going to be 
pushed to a head. But it was not, and 
an effort to secure a declaration would 
be very valuable. Mr. Thomas had been 
talking very glibly about’ their. desire to 
have it both ways, and he felt it was time 
to stop that sort of talk. He wanted to 
make it quite clear that they did not want 
to have it both ways... They were quite 
prepared to put to the test here the question 
whether Trish people wanted to be partners 
in the British Empire or not. But they 
did want to see that the test would be put 
fairly, and have removed from the campaign 
that followed those threats which he was 
certain were going to be used. 

The British might not use them, but he 
knew e.ough about the efforts that were 
made at the Treaty to believe that their 
political opponents would not hesitate during 
the campaign period to make it appear. te 
the Irish people that they were going to 
suffer, not merely as a foreign country like 
Denmark and Holland in the matter of. trade, 
but that there were going to be reprisals 
in the form of economic action. That was 
a thing not to be despised, and nations in 


certain circumstances could be brought fo 
conditions of severe distress hv economic 
methods. 


QUESTION OF SECESSION, 

During the campaign he anticipated—and 
he thought those who knew the couniry and 
their opponents knew he was right—that, if 
they put that question, they would have 
those threats of force, real or imaginary. 
Those threats of force had been lying in 
the background since the time of the Treaty 
and Mr, Thomas refused to set that matter 
right. He (the President) would con8ider 
the question of secession, or of having a 
definite declaration.made, and he hoped that 
the deputies oposite would support Deputy 
MacDermot in the attitude he had indicated 
that, day. It would be one “thing, settled. 
Again he asked for the help mM external rela- 
tions which he thought that the Government 
was entitled to expect in matters of such vital 
consequences to the welfare of the people. 

The vote was agreed to without a division.

SOLDIER DEAD 


IN BARRACKS. 


MANSLAUGHTER 
VERDICT. 


“SENTENCE OF 18 
MONTHS IN JAIL. 
ee 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


“HE hearing was resumed of the case in 

1. which Andrew McDonagh, a private in 

First Irish-speaking . Battalion of the 

Free State Army, was charged with the 

murder of a fellow-private, Stephen 

O’Halloran, at Athlone Barracks on the night 
of April 25 last. 

The jury found the accused man guilty of 
manslaughter under ‘grave provocation, and 
strongly recommended him to mercy. 

Mr. Justice Hanna concurred in the 
verdict, and sentenced him to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, 

Mr. P. Lynch, BC. and. Mr. Barra 
O’Brien (instructed by. the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. R. 8. Hogan 
(instructed by Messrs.. Fair and Murtagh) 
defended. 

Michael F. Wall, a Civic Guard photo- 
grapher, produced phetographs of the scene 
of thé alleged crime at Athlone Military 
Barracks. 3 

The accused man, who knows little English, 
gave his evidence in Irish, which was trans- 
lated by an interpreter. He said that he was 
22 years old and was a native of Meenish, 
Carna, Co. Galway. He did not know 
O'Halloran before he joined the Army ‘in 
1933. 


w 


On one occasion he stopped O'Halloran at 
the barnacks' gate and spoke to him about 
the condition of his uniform. O'Halloran 
replied that, the witness would not be there 
always, and that he “ would get him ” when 
he was not, expecting it. O'Halloran appeared 
to be very angry on that occasion. On the 
night of April 25 O'Halloran had a couple 
of drinks in a public-house. He had also a 
few drinks at the canteen when. he: returned 
to barracks. Witness was in bed. O'Halloran 
came into the room and, taking up a stool, 
came towards the witness, saying, ‘‘ You will 
fight now, my boy.’’ Witness tried to get 
out of the room, but could not do so. He 
had in his hand a scabbard and bavonet 
which he had taken off the wall. O’Halloran 
then said, '“ [ will make a corpse of you,” 
and then they had a scuffle. 

Witness, continuing, said that he threw 
the bayonet on the floor, and then got: a 
rifle in order to defend himself from O’Hal- 
loran, who still. had the stool in his hand. 
Private T. Grealish, who was in the room, 
told witness to leave down the rifle, and that 
he would’ take O'Halloran out of the room. 
As O'Halloran left the room he was saying. 
“1 am stabbed.”" ; 

Mr. Hogan—Haec you any intention. that 
night of wounding O'Halloran ? 

Accused—No; I was only defending myself 
against O'Halloran, whe had a stool in his 


hand 
NOT FRIENDS. 


Replying to Mr. Justice Hanna, the accused 
man said that he had not been friendly with 
O'Halloran for some time. O’Halloran was 
drunk at the time of the scuffle, and that 
was why they swayed. He did not remem- 
ber making a lunge or stab at O'Halloran. 

Sergeant McBride said that he found. the 
accused man always obedient and _trust- 
worthy. He was a soldier of very good 
character. 

Private M. O'Flaherty said that- on one 
occasion he noticed that O’Halloran looked 
at McDonagh ‘* with an angry eye.” 

Corporal O'Connell, a military policeman, 
said that McDonagh was a well-conducted 
soldier, while O'Halloran was of a quarrel. 
some disposition. 

This concluded the evidence, 

Addressing the jury for the accused, Mr. 
Hogan said that it had been given in evidence 
that O’Halloran was a quarrelsome, trouble- 
some person’ and a stronger man than 
McDonagh; .O’HaHoran had stated that he 
would get satisfaction: ont of McDonagh. 
The accused man was afraid of him. On 
his*retartt to“barracks on the night of the 
oecurrence.. O’Hallazan..left bis.roem—with a 
bottle in his Hand to look for McDonagh. 
He walked. into the‘aceused man’s room, and 
called out: “* Are you inside; come out and 
fight, McDonagh; ~ O'Halloran had gone 
into that room looking for a man against 
whom he had sworn vengeance. 

Mr B. O’Brien, addressing the |jury for 
the State, said that the man killed was 
drunk, and had no weapon in his hand except 
a bottle containing liquid. The man who 
killed him was sober, and no blows were 
struck, although McDonagh stated that 
O'Halloran put his hand on his shoulder. - 

Mr. Justice Hanna, summing up, said that 
it was possible on the evidence to bring in a 
verdict of murder, a verdict of manslaughter 
(but that would have to be considered care- 
fullv), or, if the jury accepted certain 
portions af the evidence and rejected other 
portions, to bring in a clear acquittal. That 
would require even more consideration. 
O'Halloran undoubtedly was killed by being 
stabbed by a naked bayonet, and he thought 
it was quite clear that the bayonet was in 
hands and under the control of the 


Whatever. were the circumstances under 
which the wound was inflicted, it. lay upon 
the accused to satisfy the jury that either he 
was entitled to do it to.defend himself or 1+ 
was done under such circumstances so as to 
reduce the major crime of murder to. man- 
slaughter. The law had laid it down that 
the nse of deadly weapons must be carefully

A Wild Goose Chase. 


President de Valera’s castles in the air, 
which two years ago dazzled the imagina- 
tions of his enthusiastic followers, are 
crumbling, one after the other, into the 
dust of idle dreams. Defending the con- 
duct of the External Affairs Department 
in Dáil Eireann yesterday, he spoke at 
some length on the problem of alternative 
markets for Free State produce on the 
Continent of Europe ; but his tone was very 
different from the flourish of trumpets 
with which he announced at the beginning 
of the “ economic war ” that new markets 
would be found to replace Great Britain. 
In those two years even President de 
Valera has learned something. He 
realises now that the British market was, 
and is, the only place in which Free State 
cattle and dairy produce can find a 
ready sale, and that those advisers who 
convinced him that other markets could 
be found misled him completely. Never- 
President is trying to 
on things. He 


put a brave face 
rattled off an imposing list of foreign 
countries with which the Free State is 
conducting formal, or informal, negotia- 
tions. Belgium, Spain, Germany, France, 
India, Poland, Australia, New Zealand, 
and the United States apparently have been 
approached with a view to their increased 
purchase of Saorstát exports, and in some 
cases ‘‘initial’’ successes have been 
achieved. The President did not vouchsafe 
any more detailed information concerning 
the character of these “ initial ” successes ; 
but those who read between the lines of his 
speech will conclude that they are not 
particularly impressive. All sorts of diffi- 
culties have been encountered in the search 
for alternative markets ; and, if the Presi- 
dent told the whole truth, he would be 
forced to admit that the net result of his 
efforts does not amount to a row of pins. 

The principles on which his efforts are 
based are sound enough. Even under Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Administration there seemed 
to be a general prejudice against the 
eranting of valuable contracts to British 
firms. It will be remembered that no 
British tender was invited for the Shannon 
scheme, and in many other instances clear 
preference was given to contineutal 
concerns. For years foreign countries have 
been selling large quantities of their goods 
in this country; but they have been buy- 
ing little or nothing in return. The fact 
, of course, that, with the exception of 
Great Britain, no country has any use for 
Free State products, and our trade with the 
Continent, as well as with the United 
States, has been, and will remain, com- 
pletely one-sided. President de Valera 
has bean trying to change this condition 
of affairs. He has armed himself with 
the Control of Imports Act, and the 
Customs Duties (Preferential Rates) Act, 
in orde¥, if possible, to divert trade from 
those countries which buy little or no Free 
State produce to those that give us some 
of their business. When the contract for 
the new beet sugar factories was being 
allotted economic compensations were 
demanded by the Free State Government. 
The great bulk of the contract was given 
to Germany; and it would be highly 
interesting to know precisely what com- 
pensations were received. President de 
Valera insists that any country which sells 
goods to the Free State must be prepared 
to buy our produce in return. He has 
established a special branch in the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs to put this policy 
into practice, and we presume that the 
negotiations with Spain, Portugal, Poland, 
and the rest of them are being conducted 
through its agency. The President admits 
now that his negotiators have been con- 
fronted by a regular barrage of quotas, 
currency restrictions, and _ prohib:tive 
tariffs. In short, he has found that there 
is “ nothing doing.’’ 

President de Valera might as well 
confess that the Free State producer has 


is 


nothing to expect from abroad.. Foreign 
countries simply are not interested in 
Free Staite goods, and a glance at the 
official Trade Returns for any month will 
show that the amount that they buy from 
us in a year hardly would pay for the 
skinning of a season’s calves. We have 
one market. That market is able, and 
willing, to absorb all our surplus output, 
whether of live stock or of dairy produce, 
without any provisos concerning “ com- 
What on earth is the use in 
pursuing negotiations with the Antipodes 
when London is at the end of a telephone 
wire? What can the Free State farmers 
sell to Portugal or Patagonia to compare 
with its enormous sales to Lancashire and 
the Scottish lowlands? The query answers 
itself.

Pylons. 


Many English people are alarmed at the 
widespread use of pylons and overhead 
cables under the Central. Electricity 
Board’s new ‘grid’’ scheme. They 


complain that quite a number of beauty 


spots are spoiled by the presence of the 
pylons, and suggestions of all kinds have 
One 
is that the supply of current to and 
through beauty spots shall be conducted 
along underground wires; another, the 
latest, is that the cables shall be carried 
in an elongated steel box, running along- 
side the railways. On the ground of cost, 
it is unlikely that the first proposal will 
be adopted, while the second, it appears, 
would not suit a powerful voltage. 
pylons, in all likelihood, are coming to 
stay, as they have come to stay in Ire- 
land ; and we doubt very much if the dis- 
figurement which they cause is so great as 
these English protesters imagine. Pylons 
are by no means the worst blemish upon 
beauty spots, either in Ireland or in Eng- 
land. They are neither ungraceful nor 
untidy, and therein they compare favour- 
ably with many unpleasant features of the 
countryside that seldom come in for their 
due share of condemnation. There are 
advertisements, for example—the adver- 
tisements plastered so liberally about the 
walls of every Irish village, often bearing 
the glad tidings of firms and commodities 
which have disappeared long since from 
the shops. There are the mis-spelled 
political slogans. There are ruins—not 
such stately ruins as those of Mellifont 
or Clonmacnoise, but the innumerable 
cottages which have fallen into decay and 
never have been removed. There are the 
cheap and nasty shacks run up to provide 


teas for trippers during the summer 
season. There are, we might add, the 


villages themselves, or the great majority 
of them. Besides these defilements, the 
pylons are models of austere beauty.

The Loch Ness Monster. 


Apparently the Loch Ness monster has 
not returned to the obscurity from which 
he emerged. He has ceased, indeed, to 
furnish headlines for all the English 
papers, but Scotland is very far from will- 
ing to lose trace of him. The latest news is 
that the monster vouchsafed a very clear 
view of himself to three Inverness men 
who were journeying beside the lake on a 
combination motor cycle, They observed a 
long line of wash in the water, and then 
saw the monster travelling rapidly ahead. 
Altogether he displayed himself for about 
ten minutes, enabling the witnesses to have 
a really satisfactory look and to take in 
all his characteristics. They claim that 
he has a biggish head and protruding 


eyes, with about four or five feet 
of neck, as thick as a telegraph 
pole, a hump, and, as it seemed, a 


short fin between the neck and the hump. 
Another witness who saw the beast on a 
separate occasion raises the bidding to two 
humps, and estimates the monster’s total 
length at forty feet. So our old friend is 
not dead after all. Nevertheless, we doubt 
if he ever will recover the glory that 
invested him in those few frenzied weeks 
of last autumn. He has missed the tide 
that comes but once in the affairs of men 


and of sea serpents ; and, even if he emerges 


from the shadowy waters and takes a siesta 
on the shore, he will not reawaken the 


enthusiastic interest that accompanied his 


mere ripples in the lake a few months ago.

| While the Note on War debts from the 
United States Government is regarded as 
moderate in tone, surprise 1s expressed at 
its definite character. It came to hand so 
late last evening that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and other Ministers had 
little time to study it 1a detail, and the 
task was undertaken this morning at the 
meeting of the Cabinet, though a reply 
will will not be sent for some days. The 
suggestion that Britain shall consider pay- 
ment of the debt in kind was regarded in 
some quarters as a suggestion. that the 
United States would like to acquire some 
of the British islands in its neighbour- 
hood, but hitherto there has been very 
strong opposition here and in the West 
Indies to any such idea. The intimation 
that the United States Government is 
willing to receive proposals for a final 
settlement of the debt does not carry much 
weight in official circles, and it was pointed 
out to-day that efforts to arrange dis- 
cussion on this subject have been made 
on several occasions, but always without 
success. Another point put forward to- 
day is that in the former agreement Great 
Britain had te make payments in gold, 
and, if payment in kind had been sug- 
gested from here, it would have been con- 
trary to the terms of the agreement. 


Disarmament and the Empire. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson, conscious of tlre 
failure of the Disarmament Conference, 
seems to be turning to the idea that an 
Imperial Conference might produce a 
result which the League of Nations has 
been unable to secure. Mrs. Corbett 
Ashby, one of the British delegates to the 
Disarmament Conference, presiding at the 
annual meeting of the British Common- 
League in London to-day, said 
that they all realised that the Disarma- 
ment Conferennce had virtually broken 


| down, and added, as a message from Mr. 


Henderson, that no difficulty had been 


_ solved by the compromise which had been 


adopted, since it had merely enabled 
| negotiations to continue. The British 


Commonwealth, with machinery for 
collective action, was better fitted than 
any other people in the world to make 
collective action a practical thing. It was 
extremely necessary, in the opinion ol 
Mrs. Ashby, that we should have an Im- 
perial Conference called as soon as possible 
to discuss how best we could use tl.is creat 
machinery in the furtherance of world 
prosperity and peace. 


A National Party.

For many years England was the 
principal market for Spanish oranges and 
potatoes, but oranges have now to meet 
competition from many Empire sources of 
supply, in addition to the tax, while in the 
case of potatoes the primary purpose of the 
import duty was the protection of home 
producers, In these circumstances, very 
substantial concessions would have to be 
made to British goods in the Spanish 
market if there is to be any relaxation, 
and this is just what the Spanish Govern- 
ment refuses to consider.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


HE rescue at sea of half the crew of 
a burning steamer is briefly described 
in a message received here to-day by the 
United Fruit Lines from one of their 
vessels, the Zacapa.’

A. CRABTREE, a 29 year old motor 

« cyclist, was killed when taking part 
in the Light-weight Tourist Trophy Race 
in the Isle of Man yesterday.

[tion of ink evidence on the present posi- 


tion of inland fisheries im the County 

Galway, with special reference to the Corrib 
fisheries, was given at the sitting of the 
Inland Fisheries Commission in Galway to- 
day. Mr. F. Gallagher, LL.B., solicitor, 
presided. 

Mr.. M. J. Lydon, 
a statement submitted by the 
Anglers’ Association, recommended that 
inland fisheries be vested in the State; that 
the present Boards of Conservators be 
abolished; and that a national. inland 
fisheries association be constitufed on the 
lines of the present Sea Fisheries Associa 
tion, with statutory powers of control, pre- 
servation and development; thatthe national 
association be representative of all the in- 
terests concerned in the development of these 
fisheries—anglers, hotel proprietors, profes- 
sional fishrmen, and representatives of 
county and urban councils; that all local 
associations be affiliated to the proposed asso 
ciation to work in co-operation. 


FLSHERMEN’S GRIEVANCE. 
Mr. L. O'Dea, solicitor for the Galway 
County Council, protested against the by-law 


giving evidence on 
I 


bay. The fishermen considered the by-law a 
source of grievance, and no artificial barriers 
should be set up to deprive them of a liveli- 
hood. Fishing in the bay by 400 or 500 people 
could not have the same effect as the system 
which obtained by the supposed owners of the 
several fisheries in Galway, who placed nets 
at the narrow mouth of a river. 

Galway River, he said, is one of the best 
in the world, and-a good number of fish are 
bound to escape, but not enough, and that 
is sufficient to injure fishing in Lough Cornb. 


OWNER’S EVIDENCE. 

Colonel Cruss, owner of Galway fisheries 
said that if there was an imcrease in the 
amount of netting allowed it would seriously 
interfere with fishing, not only in the river, 
but on Lough Corrib and its tributary rivers. 
He emphasised the importance of proper 
preservation of inland fisheries that gave a 
good deal of employment. His wages bil! 
was £1,150, and rates to the Board of Con- 
servators £900. Prior to 1916 there were two 
extra nets on the river. They were wit! 
drawn. and there was an improvement in tlie 
nine years following. 

To Mr. Digby he said he would not agree 
that a further reduction in netting would he 
of advantage. There should come a point in 
any river when it would not improve any 
further. He considered that there was 
sufficient fish getting up the river to spawn 
and provide stock.

FINDINGS OF COMMITTEE ON 


PROCEDURE.

HOUSE ADOPTS THE REPORT.

T= Senate yesterday adopted the report of the Committee on Procedure 
and Privileges on the exclusion of certain duly. authorised visitors, 
after an amendment to refer the report back to the Committee had been de- 


feated by 24 votes to 12. 


It was announced that Senator Johnson had resigned from the Com- 
mittee, and that Senator O'Farrell had been appointed in his place. 


In the course of the debate Senator Dowdall held that the House 
should not adopt a report which found that the Minister for Defence was 
guilty of wilful and deliberate misrepresentation. 


Miss K. Browne stated that after she had raised the matter on 
February 21, another order was issued prohibiting any person, whether a 
member of that House or not, who wore a blue shirt leaving or entering 
Leinster House by the Merrion street gate. No intimation had been given 


of any such order. 


Mr. M. F. O'Hanlon said that the Committee took into consideration 
all the relevant factors, and submitted its views fearlessly and moderately. 


On the motion for the adjournment The McGillycuddy called attention 
to the conflicting statements of Ministers in regard to the policy to be 
adopted under the Agricultural Cereals Act. 


Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, assured the House that the 
Government had no power to compel farmers to grow wheat or any other 


form of tillage. 


THE CHAIRMAN ATTACKED. 


—- é ---—- 


The CHAIRMAN (Mr. T. W. Bennett) 
announced that Senator O’Farrell had been 
appointed to the Committee of Procedure in 
place of Senator Johnson, who had resigned. 

Mr, FORAN asked if the Senator’s consent 
had been got to act on the Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he could not 
say first hand, but the Clerk advised him 
that it was. i 

The CHAIRMAN announced with regard 
to. Mr. Blythe’s amendments to the Armv 
Bul that the Committee oí Procedure and 
Privileges had met that morning and had 
unanimously decided that they were out of 
order, as they were outside the scope of the 
bill, which merely continued an expiring Act. 

The Committee stage of the Fisheries 
(Tidal Waters) Bill, 1934, was passed with- 
out discussion, 

Mr. O’HANLON, Deputy Chairman, moved 
the adoption of the report of the Committee 
on Procedure and Privileges on the exclusion 
of certain duly authorised visitors. He said 
that it was not his intention to say -any- 
thing beyond formally moving the proposi- 
tion. 

Mr. DOWDALL said that he thought the 
report should be referred back to the Com- 
mittee, because he thought there were certain 
portions of the report which it would be 
wrong for the House to adopt. They all knew 
how, in the transmissiop of messages by tele- 
phone, how easy it was for a misunderstanding 
to creep in. It was an indictment to say that 
the Minister was guilty of wilful misrepresen- 
tation, and that was founded on a telephone 
message, sent by the Superintendent of the 
Senate to the Chief of Staff, who in turn 
communicated either verbally or over the 
telephone with the Minister for Defence, who 
in turn gave orders for a certain order to 
be given which rightly or wrongly prevented 
the admission of certain visitors into that 
House. He moved that the report be re- 
ferred back. 

Colonel MOORE said that in the early 
stages he attended the Committee, and from 
the very beginning he disapproved highly of 
the tone they adopted in this matter, 


TWO POINTS. 


Mr. CONNOLLY, Minister for Lands, said 
that he did not propose to go into the details 
of the report. He was not sufficiently in- 
terested in it or its effect on the Minister for 
Defence. He thought that Minister was 
sufficiently able to survive the report. There 
were, however, two points in it that he would 
like to make clear concerning the general 
position which had been allowed to grow 
up, and to his mind the Chairman of that 
House had been more responsible for that 
position, perhaps by default, than anybody 
in the House. The ‘situation had apparently 
come to light now when they learned that 
there was no co-operation between the Senate 
and Dail as regards the management of the 
two Houses or the officials. The Clerk of 
the Dail had been indicted in the report, and 
in his opinion unjustly indicted. It emerged 
from the report that the Clerk of the Dail 
had been, and was, the head of the Civil 
Service in the Oireachtas, and, if so, he 
(the Minister) submitted that the Cletk had 
been laced in a very invidious and difficult 
position; and furthermore, he had not been 
given an opportunity of coming before the 
Committee. 

Continuing, Mr. CONNOLLY said that 
Senator Mrs. Wyse Power had ventured to 
ask the Chairman certain questions at the 
Committee regarding the previous de- 
fences of the House. - They were reasonable 
questions, and the Chairman took up an 
unreasonable line of defence when he refused 
to be cross-examined, despite the fact that 
most exhaustive cross-examination took place 
of everyone that attended that Committee. 
He (Mr. Connolly) felt that the two officials 
concerned—the Clerk of the Dail and the 
Superintendent of the House—were placed 
in a very difficult- position. He was sure, 
however, that they were sensible enough to 
realise that this whole thing was a storm in 
a tea-cup. He submitted that the whole 
difficulty arose by the fact that there was no 
qualified definition of the Senate with re- 
gard to the Dail. 


CHAIRMAN’S PROTEST. 


The CHAIRMAN said that he would like 
to point out that Senator Connolly was 
uite inaccurate when he said that he (the 

hairman) had acquiesced in the treatment 
of the Senate by the Dail. If Senator Con- 
nolly had examined the reports of the Senate 
he would find that on more than one occasion 
when he (the Chairman) had intervened he 
got his way. 

“I refused to allow women reporters to 
report officially the proceedings of this 
House,” declared the Chairman, “ because I 
did not believe them to be efficient. On every 
conceivable occasion that ihe rights of this 
House were infringed I moved in the 
matter.”’ 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that he accepted 
fully the statement of the Chairman, but he 
still held that the question of control of the 
two Houses was not yet settled, and the 
Chairman of the Senate did not know where 
authority lay, except that the Clerk of the 
Dail was still the head of the civil service 


of the Oireachtas. 


Mr. BAGWELL thought that the House 
had no right to refer the report back unless 
they first of all went into the whole evidence. 


MINORITY REPORTS, 
Mr. JOHNSON quoted at length cor- 


respondence whic) had passed between him- 
self and the Clerk of the Senate, during 
which the Clerk had informed him that 
minority reports were not known to Parlia- 
mentary practice, and also tendering his 
resignation from the Committee. He also 
read his memorandum, and quoted a state- 
ment made by the Chairman in that House, 
that “‘there is not the shadow of doubt the 
privileges of this House have been outraged,”’ 
and said that, in view of the statement 
delivered, it struck one as not the usual 
manner of gee of judicial bodies, at 
any rate, that judgment should have been 
delivered before inquiry was made, It wonld 
appear, he said, from the evidence that the 
airman of that Committee assumed the 
réle of prosecuting counsel. The question to 
which he wanted to pay special attention was 
that a good part of the report was directed 
to matters which arose over the exclusion of 
visitors from that House, and the conduct of 
the Minister and the alleged offence by the 
Minister in his statement to that House. 

“I submit,”’ he added, “that it was be- 
yond the authority of the Committee to in- 
quire into that matter, in view of the terms 
of the resolution passed by the Senate on 
28th February. e Minister should have 
been apprised of the charge levelled against 
him by the Chairman.” .

he was asking the House to consider whether 
it was making the claim that the standing 
order had as much weight as the constitu- 
tional provision, and might even over-ride 
statutes and laws which might be passed by 
both Houses. He contended that the state- 
ment made by the Chairman ,did not follow 
from the provisions of the Constitution or the 
standing orders, 


THE DRAFT REPORT. 


He said that it was necessary, in view of 
the formal nature of the report, to point 
out that this report differed from the draft 
report circulated among the members on 
18th April. The draft report, he submitted, 
reflected the. original state of mind’ of the 
Chairman, and showed a definite prejudice 
against the Minister. : 

The CHAIRMAN asked where did that 
appear. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that it was not in the 
report, and that was the very point he 
wished to make, He argued that the report 
was not a full record of what took place at 
the Committee, and said that .within half 
an hour after the first meeting of the Com- 
mittee the Chairman had actually stated to 
the Committee that there was a conspiracy, 
afoot. 

The CHAIRMAN asked the Senator to 
show him that in the report. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that it was» not 
reported, but there were people. in {that 
Chamber who would confirm him, ©, _ 

The CHAIRMAN. said that it was only in 
Senator Johnson’s imagination, * and + the 
Senator would have to confine himself to 
matters mentioned in the report. 

Mr. JOHNSON proceeded to read paras 
graphs to show the difference between the 
draft and final reports. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that the draft 
report was never intended to. be on all fours 
with the final and printed report. It was 
left to the Committee to decide the form of 
the final report. 

Mr. CONNOLLY asked was it in Mr, 
Johnson’s mind or did it actually happen that 
the Chairman had referred to a conspiracy, 
because the Chairman had not denied it. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it was most uns 
likely that he used the word ‘‘ conspiraev.”’ 

Mr. JOHNSON asserted that the Chairman 
had given judgment before the Committee 
began its work, and that throughout, from 
beginning to end, the Chairman exhibited pre- 
judice against the Minister. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that thé pro« 
ceedings of the Committee were confidential, 
and should not have been mentioned in that ' 
House. Senator Johnson. with his knowledge 
and experience of Parliamentary procedure 
should have been the last man to have intro- 
duced .these confidential matters. 

Mr. COMYN said that he wished the pro- 
ceedings had remained confidential, because 
as the matter now stood it exposed the House 
to ridicule, if not contempt. If ever there 
was a finding contrary to natural justice it 
was in that report. There was an imputation 
made against a man without a charge, and 
there were very severe strictures made on a 
civil servant who was not examined—the Clerk 
of the Dail. 

He went, on to argue that the Minister for 
Defence, if it became necessary to have mili- 
tary about there, ought to have been first 
invited by the House to act in that direction. 

The report as the judgment of a tribunal 
could not stand because it violated natural 
Justice, The whole business had arisen be- 
cause of a little conspiracy hatched at a 
political meeting, and the distinguished mem- 
hers of the House had been made victims of 
it, 


UNFAIR ATTACH. 


Mr. S. L. BROWN said that Senator John- 
son had made a very unfair attack on the 
Chairman of the House, which should not 
have been made by a person so experienced 
in Parliamentarv business as he was. If the 
facts were as stated, and. indeed. as was now 
proved, there was a prima facie breach of 


privilege — of that House, and the 
Chairman was perfectly entitled to 
state — that there was a breach 


of privilege of the house. He took it that 
Senator Johnson charged the Chairman with 
acting as prosecutor instead of judge, but, 
surely, no one knew better than he that the 
Chairman of every Committee had the duty 
of examining in detail every witness before 
the Committee. The draft report was only, 
intended as a draft to be used as a draft, and 
to be altered by the Committee in any way, 
it thought fit. There would have been no 
breach of privilege of the House if the 
Minister was right in his explanation to the 
Senate. His explanation to the Senate was 
mainly that he did not know when he made 
this order that the Chairman had given leave 
for the admission of these two Blue Shirts, 
knowing that they were Blue Shirts. If that 
was absolutely correct, there was no breach, 
because there was no intention of breach, 
It would have been a perfectly good defence. 
But when the Minister did not say that the 
matter had to be referred to the Committee, 
the House had no alternative except to 
adopt the report. 


MENDACIOUS, 


Mr. BLYTHE said that the report was very 
moderately worded and very reasonable, 
having regard to all the circumstances. What 
happened simply was that the Minister teok 
it upon himself to prevent visitors entering 
the House after they had been duly 
authorised by the Chairman. Instead of being 
candid with the House, in his opinion the 
Minister resorted to evasion and mendacity, 
and caused an investigation to be made. 
the Minister, when he came there, had said 
that what he did was done inadvertently and 
that he regretted it, the Seanad would have 
been very glad to accept his apology, and 
there would have been nothing further about 
the matter. The Minister had talked about 
certain arrangements which had been made 
in the past about guarding the House. There 


never was any suggestion that anybody out- 


side that House should decide who would or 
would not be admitted there. It seemed to 
him to be perfectly clear that if the Seanad 
was to dehaten jts Ár: SA at all it must 
have, through its properl¥ authorised officers, 
a means of deciding who would be present 
at its dehates. If the Minister undertook to 
decide who would come in and who would 
not, he certainly invaded the rights of the 
House. The suggestion that the safety of the 
House was involved was obviously a pre- 
tence. The decision to keep out Blue Shirts 
had nothing to do with thé protection or 
safety of the House. It was political action 
on party political lines. It was obvious that 
if a person was going to commit some wrong- 
ful act he would not come in conspicuously 
garhed, .

Jimmy Simpson has. at last won a T.T. 


race. This thirty-three-year-old Leicester 
man, who has in turn been described as

Following Nott at 
an interval of over seven minutes came 
another veteran of Manxland racing, Graham 
Walker, and half-a-minute after came Stanley 
Woods, gaining his first place in a light- 
weight race in his thirteenth year of Isle 
of Man racing and his twenty-third Tourist 
Trophy race. 

It was a day for veterans, and their 
knowledge of the course probably stood them 
in good stead in the early part of the race, 
when dense mist on the eastern side of the 
island made visibility impossible beyond 
fifty yards at places. The fog lifted when 
half the distance had been covered, and 
speeds rose in consequence, but the slow 
start produced the unusual result of the race 
being unproductive of ‘‘ records,”’ 

The first three men were mounted on 
Rudge machines, and by their consistent per- 
formances saved the honour of the Empire 
from the threatened possibility of a Con- 
tinental victory. Woods’s Motoguzzi failed 
to live up to its speed reputation, and, 
despite his brilliant handling of it, he was 
over ó m.p.h. slower than Simpson. 

Electing to play for safety by using a slow 
engine with a relatively reliable gearbox, he 
got his mount home, but at many m.p.h. 
slower than he had done on another machine 
of the same make in practice. 

The only rider to threaten the Rudge trio 
was C. J. P. Dodson, New Imperial. After 
leading by some seconds on the first and 
second of the seven laps, Dodson gave place 
to Simpson and Nott, and held his third 
place until entering the last lap when engine 
trouble overtook him. 

Of the twenty-four starters only eight 
finished the 264 miles. Unfortunately, a 
fatality marred the event. Crabtree, winner 
of the Lightweight race of six years ago, 
hit a gate on the side of the mountain road 
and fractured his skull and his neck.

conclusion could have been come to by the 
Committee. Four of them had voted against 
the Uniforms Bill. The Committee was pre- 
sided over by the Chairman of the Senate, 
who they now knew interested himself in the 
fusion of parties of which the Blue Shirts 
were a component part. It had been assumed 
that a minority report would be admitted; 
but their Clerk discovered that this would not 
be admissible. 


CONFIDENTIAL, 
Mr. JAMESON thought that it would have 


saved a great deal of time if a minority 
report could have been presented. Speeches 
that he had heard disclosed an utter disregard . 
of the confidential nature of the proceedings 
of such a committee, He never heard a 
member of a confidential committee come out 
and state what went on at that committee. 
If such a thing were to continually happen 
it would be an end to such committees. 

Mr. O'HANLON said that those who stood 
against this report had used every single 
means and metlrod in stating their case to 
show that political motives inspired those 
who stood for it. The facts did not bear 
this gut. The fact was that the evidence 
went tu prove that the Minister on that 
occasion ordered, for the first time, the 
military to refuse admission to the Senate to 
lwo visitors carrying cards, and who wore 
blue shirts; that he was fully conscious that 
these two had received the cards of adimis- 
sion even though wearing the blue shirts. 
Senator Johnson and Colonel Moore agreed 
that a breach of privilege had been com- 
mitted. That was not the first occasion 
that the Minister had misled the House. On 
the day the Blue Shirts were excluded the 
Minister communicated with the Chairman. of 
the Senate, enclosing a copy of an order 
issued the previous July, preventing persons 
wearing blue shirts entering Leinster House. 
Later the Minister had said that no such 
instructions were issued. The report was a 
perfectly honest one, withont political bias. 

Mr. DOWDALL said that the House should 
not adopt a report which found that the 
Minister for Defence was guilty of wilful 
and deliberate misrepresentation. 

On a division the amendment to refer the 
report back was defeated by 24 votes to 12. 


ANOTHER ORDER. 


On the motion that the report pass, Miss 
K. BROWNE said that they had heard a 
good deal about conciliation from speakers 
on the Government and Labour benches, and 
that if a conciliatory line had been adopted 
there would have been nothing unpleasant at 
all, After she had: raised this matter 
on the 21st February another order was 
issued prohibiting any person, whether 
a member of that House or not, who wore 
A blue shirt, leaving or entering “ 
Leinster House by the Merrion street gate. 
That order was made by the’ Minister for 
Defence when he realised that he was wrong 
and would be beaten. Did that show that 


the Minister had a conciliatory mind? No 


intimation had been given of any such order. 
It should have been intimated to members 
of the Oireachtas, if only as a matter of 
courtesy. She herself proceeded to leave by 
the Merrion street gate on the. 20th May, as 
she had done, and other members had done, 
hundreds of times since 1922 when a Guard 
ran after her and told her that she would 
not be allowed to pass that way. She asked 
him for his authority, and he said that he: 
had orders, stood m front of her, and 
assumed a-racher threatening attitude—an 
insolent attitude. She did not mind his in- 
solence. because servants of the State im the 
country had been promoted because of 
hostility to the Blue Shirt organisation, and 
she did not blame any Guard for imsulting 
a member of that House in order to get a 
stripe. There was not any other Parliament 
in the world in which such a thing as she 
had mentioned would be allowed. She could 
not help feeling that it was all done in a 
spirit of spite and revenge on Senators tor 
having brought the matter up in that Heuse. 
She feared that that spirit of spite and re- 
venge was permeating the Executive Council 
from the head down. 

Mr. L. O'NEILL said that the principal 
thing to be determined by the Committee ot 
Inquiry was whether the action of the 
Minister for Defence or that of their Chaar- 
man was right. In determining that, how- 
ever, an extraordinary thing had happened-- 
one of the disputants actually took the chair 
at the Committee and examined, re-examined 
and cross-examined all the witnessés, even 
the Minister for Defence, whose action he 
opposed. In his opinion, the Minister was 
fully justified in his action. The House had 
been disrespected and brought into ndicule 
and made the laughing stock of the country 
by people who endeavoured to make the 
gallery of the Senate a beauty parlour for 
political propaganda, 


CONTRAVENED. 


Mr. M. F. O’HANLON, closing the debate, 
said that there had been no conflict between 
the Chairman of the House and the Minister. 
The House made its own rules and standing 
orders, and believed that these rules and 
standing orders had been contravened. He 
would prefer to leave the situation unsolved 
rather than create a position whereby the 
administrative heid of the Army would be 
asked to give evidence which would conflict 
with the evidence already given by the 
political head of the Army. A transcript of 
the evidence was not refused to the Clerk of 
the Dail; it was available if he chose to ask 
for it. Only one member of the Committee 
The Committee took into con- 
sideration all the rtlevant factors, and sub- 
mitted its views fearlessly and moderately. 

The report was adopted. 


THREAT TO FARMERS.

MINISTERS DIFFER ON 
' CEREALS ACT. 


On the motion for the adjournment, the 
McGillycuddy of the Reeks drew attention 
to the conflicting statements of Ministers as 
regards the policy to be adopted under the 
Agricultural Cereals Act, 1933. The Minister 
for Defence, speaking at Drogheda, had stated 
that a Jot of farmers were carried away by 
political prejudice and refused to develop the 
wheat policy. The Government could not 


have patience with these farmers any 
_— and drastic action would have 
to be taken against those who were corner- 


ing land and using it to fatten bullocks that 
could not be sold, and would not use it to 
or wheat. If the farmers who had the 
and at the moment would not use it, they 
would see that farmers were put in who 
would use it. That, in his (the speaker's) 
opinion, constituted a definite threat that 
farmers who refused to develop the Govern- 
ment’s policy would be dispossessed of their 
land, and was in direct conflict- with the 
statements made by the Ministers in the 
Senate during the passage of the Cereals 
Bill. There were many farmers all over the 
country whose land was unfit for wheat. It 
was alarming to hear responsible Ministers 
indicating that compulsory tillage was coming 
and that there was to be an end to security 
of tenure. This change of policy would add 
to the despondency and want of confidence 
which was already felt in the country. 


DISQUIETING, 


Sir JOHN KEANE said that the Minister’s 
statements were very disquieting, and he 
thought that farmers should not be forced 
into adopting any system of tillage the 
Government wanted to impose. 

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that the Act contained provisions regarding 
the growing of wheat. But -it was entirely 
optional and voluntary for the farmers to 
grow wheat. The Government had no’ power 
to compel farmers to grow wheat or any other 
form of tillage. The Government had no in- 
tention, without at least giving another year’s 
trial to its present ól sis of introducing 
compulsion. He did not know if compul- 
sion was considered that he would be- in 
favour of it. They hoped to get their full 
requirements without any compulsion. 

The Land Commission had set out on 
another big scheme to settle the question of 
congestion, and in their selection of land had 
to take into account the use of the farms. 
They would, naturally, select the farm which 
Es the least employment. No land could 

taken without compensation. 

If the landholder was meeting with con- 
tinued losses, the best solution would be to 
give the land to the Land Commission, 

The House then adjourned until 5 p.m. on 
Wednesday next. :
